Last fall Edmonton city 
council voted to spend $7 
million, which they hope to 
combine with a provincial 
grant, to bring in a system 
that would allow riders to pay 
with prepaid cards.

portation, said given the new 
system would require card 
readers on buses and at LRT 
stations, it’s not too far off to 
consider adding turnstiles. 

“I don’t think there is that 
much of a slow down if you 
already have to swipe to get 
on the LRT,” he said. 

The city studied the idea 
in October 2011 and deter¬ 
mined it would cost as much 


as $15 million to install turn¬ 
stiles and an additional $5 
million to maintain and oper¬ 
ate them, compared to just $2 
million in lost fares. 

Boutilier said the city 
needs to look at whether the 
addition of smart fares would 
make turnstiles easier and if 
it would slow down the sys¬ 
tem too much. 

“There is always fraud no 
matter what you do, but you 
don’t want to overreact and 
mess up the ability of people 
to go through.” 

Coun. Don Iveson said the 
smart fare system would al¬ 
low the city to go to turnstiles 
more easily, but he also said, 
even without them, it will 
make it easier to pay fares 
and harder to cheat. 

“Even if it’s still an honour 
system the enforcement that 
peace officers are doing will 
be a lot faster.”

Education minister 
‘has no part’in 
bargaining process: 
ATA candidate 

As they square off to 
represent nearly 40,000 
educators, both candi¬ 
dates for the presidency 
of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association say the local 
bargaining process must 
be given time to work. 

And one candidate, 
former Calgary local 
president Jenny Regal, said 
she believes Education 
Minister Jeff Johnson has 
overstepped his bound¬ 
aries in recent weeks. 

She said suggestions of 
merit pay, legislated settle¬ 
ments and a blanket email 
to teachers that drew fire 
for using private addresses 
are not helping matters as 
local representatives work 
to hammer out contracts 
with 62 school boards in 
the province. 

“We need to let this 
process work and the 
minister needs to realize 
he has no part in this 
process — it’s not his job,” 
Regal said. 

Negotiations shifted to 
local bargaining in Decem¬ 
ber after province-wide 
talks broke down. 

But the minister’s press 
secretary, Kim Capstick, 
said he maintains a “vested 
interest” in the talks, given 
that more than half of the 
money funnelled to school 
boards is put towards 
teacher salaries. 

“That email has to do 
with opening up fines 
of communication with 
teachers so we can make 
the system better for kids,” 
she added. 

Ballots are slated to be 
mailed out on or about 
Thursday for the ATA 
executive council election 
and the victors will take 
over July 1.

Cattle on the moo-ve 
send officials scrambling 


Bovine blues. Bull was 
released to round up 
wayward calf, only to 
run off and cause more 
headaches for police 


A day-long battle of wills be¬ 
tween a massive bull and Ed¬ 
monton police and other of¬ 
ficials finally came to an end 
Wednesday. 

After spending several 
hours trying to corral the 
escapee from a slaughtering 
plant, officers shot the bull 
with a tranquilizer gun. 

Once they were sure it 
was down for the count, they 
brought in a front-end loader 
and lifted the massive animal 
into a waiting trailer. 

The cattle caper began 
shortly after 7 a.m. when a

calf being loaded off a trailer 
at Edmonton Custom Pack¬ 
ers, a small slaughtering 
plant, slipped through an un¬ 
latched gate and escaped. 

Police said the calf wan¬ 
dered the streets of the sur¬ 
rounding industrial area for 
awhile as no one was able to 


catch it. 

The owner then decided 
it was a good idea to release 
one of his bulls to lure the 
young'un back — but the big¬ 
ger bovine took off, too. 

“The bull charged at a 
police cruiser, ramming it 
and climbing over it and did 
it several times,” said police 
spokeswoman Clair Seyler. 

There were no injuries re¬ 
ported. 

Soon after, the calf walked 
into a fenced area, was cor¬ 
ralled and loaded back onto 
a cattle trailer. It was then 
returned to the slaughtering 
plant. 

But the bigger problem 
remained at large. Weighing 
about 1,000 kilograms, the 
bull eventually wandered 
into a fenced lot behind a 
Wendy’s restaurant and Sta¬ 
ples store and beside a city 
transit train-service yard. 


While officials took their 
time coming up with a plan 
to capture the bull, the ani¬ 
mal waded through knee- 
deep snow, munched on fro¬ 
zen cattails and stared down 
a growing throng of reporters 
and cameras. 

A provincial beef inspect¬ 
or at the slaughtering plant 
participated in some of the 
discussions on how best to 
capture the bull, but he said 
no one seemed to know what 
to do. 

Bylaw officers and the 
bull’s owners eventually 
jumped on three snow¬ 
mobiles and tried to herd the 
bull toward a cattle truck. But 
it wouldn’t budge. 

Finally, the tranquilizer 
gun was brought in. The 
fate of the big beast once it 
was hauled away was not 
yet known.

Edmonton pu^es 
forward on next LRT line 


Edmonton city councillors 
pushed forward with plans for 
the southeast LRT as they con¬ 
tinue to wait for more funding 
from the provincial and fed¬ 
eral governments. 

Councillors endorsed the 
$1.8 billion overall budget for 
the line, signed off on spend¬ 
ing $60 million for some early 
work on utility re-location and 
accepted a design for a new 
bridge over the North Sas¬ 
katchewan River Wednesday. 

Despite those endorse¬ 
ments, many are still con¬ 
cerned about how the project 
will be managed. 

In order to take advantage 
of a federal grant program, 
the city is going ahead with 
the project as a public-private- 
partnership or P3, which will 
contract out the building, 
maintenance and operations 
of the line for 30 years to a pri¬ 
vate firm. 

Coun. Dave Loken said 
while he has concerns about 
having a private company 
run part of the city’s system, 
he can’t turn down potential 
money from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 



“The public would never 
understand why we would 
turn down hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars in LRT money,” 
he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
if other governments are will¬ 
ing to pay part of the cost you 
have to accept their condi¬ 
tions. 

“They are major partners 
and when your partners re¬ 
quest you consider different 
options you have to consider 
them,” he said.

‘Crotches kill’ campaign 
wants drivers to keep 
their eyes on the road 


Your crotch could be lethal. 

That’s the message 
Alberta Transportation is 
trying to get across with an 
edgy new campaign to curb 
distracted driving. 

Launched Monday, the 
cheeky campaign targets 
young drivers who attempt 
to hide texting by staring 
“down there.” 

The advertisements cap¬ 
italize on an all too familiar 
image, said Donna Bab- 
chishin, a spokesperson with 
Alberta Transportation. 

“Everyone of us who has 
been driving on the roads 
has looked over at the next 
car and seen someone look¬ 
ing down at their mobile 
device,” she said. 

The advertisements, 
which include billboards, 
radio ads and a website, use 
the statement Crotches Kill 
to urge drivers, particularly 
young men, to keep their 
eyes on the road and off their 
phones. 

“It was intentionally 
designed as an edgy ad that 
was designed to get people’s 
attention and to start a con¬ 
versation,” said Babchishin. 

When marketing expert 
Surjit Rai heard the tag line 
Crotches Kill, he thought the 
campaign was for “testicular 
cancer or an STI, as opposed 
to a phone.” 

After seeing the ads, the 
associate chair of the bach¬ 
elor of business administra¬ 
tion program at NAIT, said 
he liked the message. “Some 
people will be offended a 
little bit, at least by the tag 
line, but at the same time 
I think it could help save

Virtual reality. 3D 

glasses could change 
the way doctors are 
trained and improve 
patient care: Inventor 


Take a walk tlirough a human 
brain? Fly over the surface of 
Mars? Computer scientists at 
the University of Illinois at Chi¬ 
cago are pushing science fiction 
closer to reahty with a wrap- 
aroimd virtual world where a 


researcher wearing 3D glasses 
can do all that and more. 

In the system, known as 
CAVE2, an eight-foot-high 
screen encircles the viewer 320 
degrees. A panorama of images 
springs from 72 stereoscopic 
liquid-crystal display panels, 
conveying a dizzying sense of 
being able to touch what’s not 
really there. 

“CAVEs are essentially fan¬ 
tastic lenses for bringing data 
into focus,” said Jason Leigh, co¬ 
inventor of the CAVE2 virtual 
reality system. 


Pharmaceutical researchers 
could use it to model the way 
new drugs bind to proteins in 
the human body. Car design¬ 
ers could virtually “drive” their 
new vehicle designs. 

But the size and expense of 
room-based virtual-reality sys¬ 
tems may prove insurmount¬ 
able barriers to widespread use, 
said Henry Fuchs, a computer 
science professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, who is familiar with the 
CAVE technology.

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Hear ye, hear ye. Scientists 
craft an ear using 3D 
printer and living cells 


Printing out body parts? Cor¬ 
nell University researchers 
showed it’s possible by creating 
a replacement ear using a 3D 
printer and injections of living 
cells. 

The work reported Wednes¬ 
day is a first step toward one 
day growing customized new 
ears for children bom with mal¬ 
formed ones, or people who 
lose one to accident or disease. 

It’s part of the hot field of 
tissue regeneration, trying to 
regrow all kinds of body parts. 
Scientists hope using 3D print¬ 
ing technology might offer a 
speedier method with more 
Iffehke results. 

If it pans out, “this en¬ 
ables us to rapidly customize 


implants for whoever needs 
them,” said Cornell biomedical 
engineer Lawrence Bonassar, 
who co-authored the research 
pubhshed online in the journal 
PLoS One. 

This first-step work crafted 
a human-shaped ear that grew 
with cartilage from a cow, eas¬ 
ier to obtain than human car¬ 
tilage, especially the uniquely 
flexible kind that makes up 
ears. Study co-author Dr. Jason 
Spector of Weill Cornell Med¬ 
ical Center is working on the 
next step — how to cultivate 
enough of a child’s remaining 
ear cartilage in the lab to grow 
an entirely new ear that could 
be implanted in the right spot.

Troubled teen’s early 
years. Smith always 
had ‘a smile on her 
face,’ her adoptive 
mother tells inquest 


A homebody. An independent 
child who always had a smile 
on her face. 

The adoptive mother of 
Ashley Smith painted this 
happy picture Wednesday of 
the troubled teenager who 
strangled herself in her pris¬ 
on cell. 

“You never saw that girl 
without a smile on her face,” 
Coralee Smith testified at the 
Toronto inquest into Ashley’s 
death. “Most of her life, she 
was smiling and happy.” 

Coroner’s counsel Marg 
Creal asked what Ashley 
liked. 

“Oh my goodness, what

did Ashley like? Quiet time 
and doing her own thing. 
She loved her doll,” Smith 
answered, her hands twisting 
a piece of paper. “Ashley was 
very independent.” 

Ashley was 19 when she 
strangled herself in her cell 
at the Grand Valley Institu¬ 
tion in Kitchener as guards, 
ordered not to intervene, 
watched. She had spent most 
of her last three years in seg¬ 
regation cells. 

Coralee Smith, of Monc¬ 
ton, N.B., described how 
she and her husband of two 
years, Harold, adopted Ashley 
as a three-day-old in 1988. 

The relationship with Har¬ 
old soon ended, and Smith 
got involved with Herb Gor- 
ber when Ashley was about 
three and a half years old. 

Ashley became obsessed 
with knowing details of her 
parentage. Smith testified. 

In Grade 9, Ashley was 
expelled for disruptive behav¬ 
iour. She saw a psychiatrist. 
“She opined Ashley was just a 
normal teenager,” Smith said. 

At the start of Smith’s evi¬ 
dence, coroner Dr. John Car¬ 
lisle expressed “heartfelt and 
sincere condolences” for her 
daughter’s death.

The second day of what

Pistorius says he mistook 
Steenkamp for an intruder, 
while prosecutors say he 
planned the killing and at¬ 
tacked her as she cowered be¬ 
hind a locked bathroom door. 

The day seemed to start 
well for the prosecution: bal¬ 


listic evidence, Botha said, 
showed the bullets that killed 
her had been fired from a 
height, supporting the pros¬ 
ecution’s assertion that Pis¬ 
torius was wearing prosthetic 
legs when he took aim. The 
athlete has maintained he 
was standing on his stumps, 
and felt vulnerable as he fired 
from a low position. 

Testimony began with the 
prosecutor telling the court 
that before the shooting, a 
neighbour heard “nonstop” 
shouting at Pistorius’s home. 

However, Botha later said 
under cross-examination that 
the witness was in a house 600 
yards away. He cut that esti¬ 
mate in half when questioned 
again by the prosecutor.

The iPad is still king; those 
addicted to their tablets read 
more news and watch more 
streaming video; and the 
popular gadgets are mostly 
used at home, even though 
they’re often called “mobile” 
devices, says a new report that 


details how Canadians are 
adopting and using tablets. 

According to the report by 
the Media Technology Mon¬ 
itor, a research product of the 
CBC, an estimated 26 per cent 
of the population had a tablet 
as of last fall. Tablet owner¬ 
ship had more than doubled 
in a year and was up from just 
five per cent in the spring of 
2011. 

Of the tablet owners, al¬

Edmonton is about to be 
one of the first cities in the 
world to debut a harrowing 
documentary at the 30th 
annual Global Visions Film 
Festival. 

Wampler’s Ascent fol¬ 
lows Stephen Wampler, a 
man who is the inspiration¬ 
al epitome of the human 
spirit. He also happens to 
have a severe form of cere¬ 
bral palsy. 

Over a decade ago, 
Wampler established a 
foundation to support and 
encourage children with dis¬ 
abilities. By 2009, he knew 
he had to shake things up 
in order to generate more 
awareness. 

“1 sat there and said to 
myself. That doesn’t look 
so hard,”’ says Wampler, 
recalling the day he came 
up with the idea to climb 
Yosemite National Park’s El 
Capitan; the biggest rock 
face in the world. 

While seated next to his 
wife, Elizabeth, Wampler 
goes on to share through a 
mischievous chuckle, “I told 
her she had to be quiet for 
about three months while 
1 got my head around the 
idea.” 

Wampler came up with 
a game plan: at the same 
time he started working 
out, he and Elizabeth start¬ 
ed fundraising through his

foundation in order to pay 
for a film crew to document 
Wampler’s ascent. 

“For me, it wasn’t im¬ 
portant to film the climb 
for myself and prove 1 did 
it. I wanted to prove to mil¬ 
lions of kids to go after their 
goals and dreams.” 

A year and a half later, 
Wampler found himself at 
the base of the El Capitan. 


It took six days and over 
20,000 pull-ups for him to 
reach his destination. 

Watching from the foot 
of the mountain, Elizabeth 
had a clear, enthusiastic vi¬ 
sion of how her husband’s 
accomplishment would be 
immortalized on film. 

Unfortunately; however, 
the first cut was painfully 
disappointing. “It just didn’t 
hit home,” she explains. 

Now the couple was in 
a predicament. They al¬ 
ready spent the fundraising 
money and were at a loss for 
what to do next. 

“Stephen just wants 
people to know if you have 
a disability, you still have 
a life,” she says of her hus¬ 
band of 18 years. “It’s my 


job to support him and put 
the pieces in place.” 

With zero film experi¬ 
ence, Elizabeth found her¬ 
self painstakingly going 
through 212 hours of foot¬ 
age. “I had to watch every 
one of those 20,000 pull-ups 
in case he said something 
that was essential to the 
film,” she says. 

The result is one of the 
most inspiring documentar¬ 
ies of 2013. It’s been picked 
up by film festivals across 
the globe and Edmonton is 
the first Canadian city to 
debut it. 

Wampler’s Ascent will 
close out the Global Visions 
Film Festival on March 3. 
Ticket information is online 
at globalvisionsfestival.com.

At 13, Dakota Goyo is al¬ 
ready drawing designs on a 
career at an age when most 
other kids can’t even decide 
whether or not to do their 
homework.

“Everything (I’ve done) is 
just like a normal boy and 
in this film. I’m sort of go¬ 
ing into my teenage years 
and he’s dealing with some 
tough stuff,” said the To¬ 
ronto actor recently during 
an interview to promote the 
psychological drama, which 
opens in theatres this Friday. 


“I wanted to push myself 
to the fullest extent I could.” 

He may still be in his 
teenage years but Goyo is 
quickly bolstering his film- 
making experience with 
such cinematic fare as Reel 
Steal, Thor and last year’s 
Rise of the Guardians. 

With Dark Skies however, 
Goyo is not only introducing 
himself to older moviegoers, 
but the scary tale about a 
family being targeted by 
beings from outer space al¬ 
lowed him to explore his 
own curious interests — 
extraterre strials. 

“I do (believe in them),” 
admitted Goyo before sup¬ 
plying a succinct argument. 
“There’s billions of stars out 
there and stars belong to a 
galaxy. You’d think there’s

terious scenarios as pecu¬ 
liar lapses of memory and

The cost of Jaguar ownership has dropped, 
but certainly not because there’s a new, 
smaller car in the lineup. In fact, it’s un¬ 
clear how buyers of earlier Jaguar XFs will 
feel after spending upwards of $64,100 for 
their new cat. 

For 2013, perching on the cowhides of 
this entry-level Jag will cost you $54,850. 
Mind you, there’s less power to play with 
now that the 240-horsepower turbocharged 
engine with half as many cylinders has re¬ 
placed the thirsty 385-horsepower 5.0-litre 
V8. But an extra $9,300 in your pocket 
isn’t peanuts and, besides, you can simply 
keep the hood closed and nobody will be 
the wiser. 

On the other hand, you can spend most 
of those savings on an XF 3.0 V6 SC AWD 
and enjoy the rush from a supercharged 
340-horsepower V6. However, if nothing 
less than a supercharged V8 will suffice, 
the 510-horsepower version returns un¬ 
altered from 2012. 

What does change is the new eight- 
speed automatic transmission that replaces 
the six-speed gear swapper. The base XF 
arrives in a fairly complete state, with a 
leather-covered interior, heated and power- 
adjustable front seats, dual-zone climate 
control, power moonroof and genuine rose¬ 



wood wood trim. Move up to the 3.0 and a 
stop-start feature is added that shuts off the 
engine when you are motionless and turns 
it back on once the gas pedal is pressed. 

The AWD 3.0 features 19-inch wheels 
(18s are standard). For the full-on luxury 
treatment, the XF V8 offers premium 
leather seating, voice-activated navigation, 
entertainment and temperature controls, 
front and rear parking assists and 20-inch 
wheels, to name just a few. 


At the top end, the $89,350 XFR adds 
unique front-end body styling with en¬ 
larged air intakes, a black mesh grille and 
an 825-watt Meridian audio system. That’s 
a ton of coin, especially when can get into 
the premium XJ for $90,000. 

For 2013, all-wheel-drive is available 
for the first time. You can only get it with 
the new base supercharged 340-horsepower 
V6, however. Continuing in rear-drive 
format only are the XJL and its 385-horse- 


power V8, and the regular- and extended- 
length 470- and 510-horsepower 5.0-litre- 
V8 supercharged XJS. 

Worthy of note is the new eight-speed 
automatic transmission that replaces the 
old six-cog unit. The XJ’s tantalizing body¬ 
work, including a built-in panoramic glass 
roof, represents high fashion of the first 
order and sets the Jag defiantly apart from 
its European and Asian rivals.

TRIMMED DOWN RANGE ROVER 


Trying to coax better fuel economy out of 
the old Range Rover would be like trying 
to squeeze blood from a 2,500-kilogram 
stone. It was just too big and heavy. 

But how do you liposuction a Range 
Rover and still call it a Range Rover? You 
don’t. You just build the whole thing out 
of aluminum. 

The new Range Rover shares a similar 
look with the outgoing model, but has 
dropped 320 kilograms, even though it’s 
slightly larger overall. Credit an alum¬ 
inum body structure that’s nearly 40 per 


cent lighter than the steel-bodied 2012 
version. That should make a huge dif¬ 
ference in fuel consumption (the official 
numbers aren’t out yet), although there’s 
only one engine so far; A supercharged 
5.0 V8 that generates 510 ground-pound¬ 
ing horses. 

The engine is shared with Jaguar — no 
shock here — and just like the cat’s big 
sedans, it’s backed by a new eight-speed 
automatic transmission. The four-wheel- 
drive system comes with hill-start assist 
and gradient acceleration control, which 


can help you negotiate steep and severe 
slopes off-road (you’re going to take my 
Range Rover where?). The system, called 
Terrain Response 2, will also suggest 
when to shift into low range, or when 
to adjust the air-spring suspension for 
greater ground clearance. 

Also included is an array safety and 
convenience hardware, including a power 
split tailgate, heated windshield, and 
digital surround-sound, to eight airbags 
and voice-activated navigation. You can 
also expect a full-size panoramic sunroof.

445 horsepower for the 750i/750iL and a 
monstrous 6.0-litre VI2 that cranks out 
536 horsepower (760iL). 

BMW XI 

As BMW’s entry-level sport activity 
vehicle, the XI has carved out a significant 
niche in Canada. Two models are of¬ 
fered, the xDrive 28i, powered by BMW’s 
new turbocharged 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine, and the xDrive 35i, which uses the 
turbocharged 3.0-litre inline six. 

BMWX3 

A step up, the X3, like its junior sibling 
comes with standard xDrive and the same 
choice of powertrains (a 2.0-litre turbo¬ 
charged four in the 28i and a turbocharged 


3.0-litre inline-six for the 35i). Both are 
teamed with an eight-speed automatic 
transmission. 

BMWX5 

The original seven-seater BMW sport 
activity vehicle is still a staple part of the 
lineup and soldiers into 2013 in a choice of 
three configurations in Canada, the xDrive 
35i (powered by the 3.0-litre turbocharged 
inline-six), the xDrive 50i (which uses the 
twin-turbo 4.4-litre V8 found in the 5- and 
7-Series) and also the 35d, which uses a 
3.0-litre inline-six twin-turbo diesel. 

BMWX6

JX TALL WAGON OFFERED FOR FAIR PRICE 


Infiniti has often played second fiddle to 
Lexus, despite being a little more daring 
in the design department. The company 
typically matches Lexus in every cat¬ 
egory but appears to have scored a major 
victory with the new JX tall wagon. 

Simply put, Lexus doesn’t have a 
direct seven-passenger car-platform com¬ 
petitor. The niche seems right, though. 
Nissan’s premium division already mar¬ 
kets the up-to-eight-passenger 400-horse- 
power QX56 super rig. But it requires a 
$75,000 entry fee, possesses a significant 



appetite for fuel and is a less-than-lithe 
dance partner overall. 

By contrast, the JX35 carries up to 
seven passengers across three rows 
of seats, but due to its passenger-car 
construction and two fewer cylinders, 
it weighs about 360 kilograms less than 
the QX, which carries over for the 2013 
model year. Its base price is also close to 
$30,000 less. 

The passenger compartment is done 
up in leather with wood and satin nickel 
accents and a power-operated rear liftgate 
provides access to a cargo area that’s 
above average in size for its class when 
all seats are occupied or when the back 
rows are folded flat. 

The JX is supported by the familiar 


3.5-litre V6 found in a number of Nissan/ 
Infiniti products. For the JX application, 
the engine produces 265 horsepower and 
248 pound-feet of torque. The continu¬ 
ously variable transmission has a Sport 
mode that simulates the gear-changing 
characteristics of a conventional auto¬ 
matic. 

The standard on-demand all-wheel- 
drive directs 100 per cent of the engine’s 
torque under normal driving conditions, 
but can deploy up to 50 per cent of the 
available thrust to the rear wheels to 
maximize grip. Fuel economy is pegged 
at 11.5 1/100 km in the city and 8.5 
highway. 

Infiniti has made available most of its 
advanced electronic safety and crash¬ 


avoiding accessories, including Backup 
Collision Intervention (BCI) that can 
automatically prevent backing into or 
over something or someone. BCI is part 
of a Driver Assistance Package that 
also adds distance-maintaining cruise 
control, blind-spot warning and Active 
Trace Control that modulates the torque 
and braking at each wheel for optimum 
cornering control. The JX comes in at a 
touch more than $45,000, which isn’t bad 
for a vehicle of this size and calibre.

If the playoffs were to start 
today, the Northwest Div¬ 
ision would once again have 
just one representative, the 
Vancouver Canucks.
